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THE growing number of parents 
pulling their children out of private 
schools because of the credit crunch 
is set to increase pressure on the 
state education system in Kent. 

Mark Dance, cabinet member for education 
at Kent County Council, told Kent on Sunday 
the “special circumstances” of the economic 
downturn mean the Government should allow 
another grammar school to be built in the 
county. 

Peter Read, an independent education advi¬ 
sor working across the county, said: “There is 
intense pressure on grammar school places in 
west Kent. There is certainly the capacity for 
another grammar school, particularly taking 
into account the children who are crossing the 
county boundary. 

“I think that pressure is going to increase 
given the current credit crunch because west 
Kent is where the highest proportion of parents 
live who send their children to private schools.” 

The Local Government Association (LGA) 
surveyed 150 councils in England and found 
that 6.2 per cent had already been contacted 
by parents applying for state school admis¬ 
sions for pupils in private education. 

Responses from individual councils were not 
being released, but Mr Read said his advice 
service had already experienced a “flurry” of 
enquiries from people in Kent wanting to 
switch from private to state education.

He quoted a national newspaper which pre¬ 
dicted an “unemployment bloodbath” next year 
after it was revealed by the Office of National 
Statistics last week the amount of people 
claiming job loss benefits had reached more 
than one million - six per cent of the workforce. 

“It is a major problem for people wishing to 
switch from private to state schools,” Mr Read 
said. 

“I think the problems are going to get consid¬ 
erably worse. Private schools are going to suf¬ 
fer because people cannot afford the fees and 
the charitable status issue will push fees up. 

“There is a cold wind building around the 
private sector. A consequence of that is that 
parents in private schools at primary age are 
looking ever more at places at good Kent state 
schools, but specifically grammar schools.” 

KCC said it was too early to say whether the 
credit crunch had seen an impact on the number 
of pupils sitting the county’s 11-plus exam, the 
Kent Test, for entry into its 33 grammar schools. 

Record numbers of parents entered their 
children for the test this year - around 11,500 
compared to 9,500 in 2007. An additional 250 
children passed the test this year. 

Cllr Dance said more children sat the Kent 
Test because the timing of the exams had been 
moved so that families would know the results 
before they applied for secondary school places. 

Asked to respond to concerns that as more 


parents take their children out of private edu¬ 
cation they will want to have access to the 
county’s already oversubscribed grammar 
schools, he said: “If you follow that line of 
thought through then I should be allowed to 
have another grammar school. 

“Another grammar school would make-up 
that extra impact - that would be the fairest 
thing to do. 

“If there was real impact on the system that 
is something I would vehemently press for. 
The need would be there, but because of this 
government we are not allowed to build on 
grammars, which is unfair in times like these. 

“These are special circumstances we should 
be able to look at during special circumstances 
and react to them.” 

Education expert and former headteacher 
Mr Read said parents were also finding prob¬ 
lems with other top non-grammar schools. He 
said: “Parents are finding that popular non- 
selective schools are equally full and in many 
cases have very long waiting lists.” 

He said his advice website was still receiving 
200 hits a day in the week leading up to 
Christmas. 

“My sense is the level of concern not just 
about grammar schools, but about other places 
in good Kent state schools is rising. 

“There will be more pressure on good Kent 
state schools next March [when appeals can be 
filed] than ever before,” he added.

Animal extremist convicted 


AN ANIMAL rights extremist 
from Kent was among four people 
found guilty of orchestrating a 
blackmail campaign against sup¬ 
pliers of a research laboratory. 

Daniel Wadham, 21, from 
Bromley, was a member of Stop 
Huntingdon Animal Cruelty 
(SHAC), which used paedophile 
smears, criminal damage and 
bomb hoaxes to intimidate com¬ 
panies associated with the 
Cambridgeshire-based 
Huntingdon Life Sciences. 

The group also sent used sani¬ 
tary items in the post and 


daubed messages outside man¬ 
agers’ homes with words like 
‘puppy killer’. 

He and three others were con¬ 
victed of conspiracy to blackmail 
on Tuesday following a three- 
month trial at Winchester 
Crown Court. Earlier three 
other members had pleaded 
guilty to the same charge. They 
will be sentenced on January 19. 

Wadham was among 12 people 
charged as part of Operation 
Achilles following a series of 
raids throughout the South 
East, in May, 2007.

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Officer vows to find 
schoolgirl’s murderer 

Nickell killer suspect in unsolved slaving

A SENIOR police officer says he 
is confident the person who mur¬ 
dered schoolgirl Claire Tiltman 16 
years ago will eventually be 
brought to justice. 

Det Chief Insp Dave Withers said the brutal 
stabbing of the youngster from Greenhithe 
remains one of the biggest murder inquiries 
Kent Police has ever undertaken. 

His comments follow reports last weekend 
that Robert Napper - who last week admitted 
killing Rachel Nickell on Wimbledon Common 
in 1992 - is also suspected of murdering Claire. 

Both were stabbed more than 40 times in 
attacks that took place within just six months 
of each other. 

Investigated 

DCI Withers said: “We have been reviewing 
the murder of Claire Tiltman for six years. Any 
information received about the case will be 
seriously and thoroughly investigated by the 
case review team, with the expert assistance of 
Kent Police’s major crime department. 

“I firmly believe we will eventually bring 
Claire’s killer to justice. Thanks to people main¬ 
taining contact with the police and the willing¬ 
ness of the media to keep the case alive, I’m 
confident we will get to the truth one day. 

“It remains one of the biggest murder 
inquiries Kent Police has ever undertaken in 
terms of resources, time and cost.” 

Claire was stabbed to death on January 18, 
1993, just four days after her 16th birthday. 

The Dartford Grammar pupil, who was on 
her way to see a friend, was attacked in an 
alley near her home. 

Former Metropolitan Police officer Vincent 


Wright was quoted in a number of national 
newspapers last weekend as saying that he 
first brought up the link between the two 
murders in 1998. 

He said: “Napper could have been stopped. 
It was down to poor investigatory procedure 
that he wasn’t. I first raised the possibility 
with a PC in Southampton, where I was liv¬ 
ing in 1998, but it was brushed off. 

“I then went to see an inspector in 2000. 
I gave them a time-line and told them I 
thought Napper had killed Rachel Nickell 
and Claire Tiltman. 

“It was soon after Rachel Nickell was 
killed, I think they were so focused on get¬ 
ting Colin Stagg they could not contemplate 
it could have been somebody else.” 


Claire’s father, Cliff, who earlier this 
year told KOS Media he felt the death 
penalty should be brought back for mur¬ 
derers, would not speculate on the possi¬ 
bility of Napper being responsible for his 
daughter’s death. 

He told the Telegraph: “Over the years 
there have been a number of people put in 
the frame for my daughter’s murder. 

“I can’t condemn Robert Napper because I 
don’t know if he did it or not. 

“I have spoken to Kent Police officers 
about the possibility but they say they have 
nothing conclusive so cannot comment.”

Film star Cruz backs call for 
more bone marrow donors 


AN eight-year-old boy from Maidstone has 
met up with Hollywood actress Penelope Cruz 
in a campaign to urge people to register as 
bone marrow donors. 

Joe Cawse, who has been on a donor waiting 
list for more than three years, met the star of 
movies such as Sahara and Vanilla Sky while 
she was filming in London. 

Ms Cruz joined the Anthony Nolan Trust’s 
national bone marrow campaign after meeting 
their courier on a flight from Madrid to 
London when he was delivering bone marrow 
for another youngster in the UK 

Ms Cruz told the charity she wanted to help 
other patients who could not find donors and 
staff arranged her meeting with Joe. 

She said: “He’s a sunny and intelligent 
eight-year-old but is battling with leukaemia 
as I speak. 

“One suitable donor could save his life. I was 
surprised to discover there are two ways to 
donate your bone marrow and the second way 
is a much easier, less invasive process than I 
had ever imagined. 

“If only more people in the UK knew that 
there is a method of donating bone marrow 
that is simple and pain free.” 

A spokesperson for the charity said more 
than 1,300 patients in the UK search for a 
suitable bone marrow donor each year but 
because individual genetic make-up is so var¬ 
ied the chances of finding a match are slim. 

Joe’s mother, Sheriden, said his diagnosis 
had led to a “truly horrendous and terrifying 
few years”. 

“We were told that a bone marrow trans¬ 
plant was Joe’s only option, but a donor hasn’t 
been found yet,” she said. 

“Joe’s prognosis was two years, but that was

GILLINGHAM FC could earn a 
place on the world movie map 
when a comedy based on its 
supporters hits cinema screens 
next year.

The elderly supporter tells his side of the 
story to the news, which sparks a national 
witch-hunt for his former travel companions. 

Mr Daniel-Baker said: ‘We wanted the 
right sort of club to be featured, one that has 
seen little success over the years, but still 
has loyal supporters who maintain a glim¬ 
mer of hope. 

“But perhaps more importantly for us was 
that because of where Gillingham is, its sup¬ 
porters always have to travel fair distances 
to watch their team play. 

“The staff at the club were amazing and 
they let us use Priestfield (Stadium) as our 
production base for four weeks. We shot

Professor Vivianne Nathanson, from the 
British Medical Association, urged people not 
to dismiss aspects of the Government’s 
Human Fertilisation and Embryology Bill, 
which could eventually save patients from life- 
threatening illnesses, because of the ‘yuck fac¬ 
tor’. But church leaders in Kent condemned 
the potentially life-saving research. 

• A CRUEL blow was dealt to Margate’s 
Dreamland when arsonists attacked the icon¬ 
ic and historically important Grade-II listed 
Scenic Railway rollercoaster. 

Despite being badly damaged Thanet 
District Council, its owners and English 
Heritage pledged to rebuild and restore it. 

• THE Tory leader of Gravesham council got 
personal with senior Lib Dem MP Lembit 
Opik over plans for a controversial skyscraper 
dubbed the ‘Gravesend Gherkin’. 

Mr Opik criticised the tower proposals as 
“totally out of character with the area”. 

Cllr Michael Snelling hit back with “his only 
claim to fame appears to be a girlfriend who 
sings dubious ditties”, in a cruel reference to 
Mr Opik’s then partner Cheeky Girl Gabriela 
Irimia. 


FEARS were raised after it was

The 62-year-old will likely die in prison after 
receiving a 30-year prison sentence for the 
1991 attacks, as he suffers from ill health and 
is already serving 21 years for a previous 
murder. However, Tobin now plans to appeal 
his conviction. 

• MEANWHILE, Gillingham FC earned 
themselves a bumper FA Cup payday with a 
surprising 2-1 victory over Stockport County 
in the second round. 

The Gills will now play Premiership high¬ 
fliers Aston Villa on January 4 in a game that 
will net them about £300,000 in television fees, 
gate receipts, sponsorship and prize money.

Artist remembers Gonzo writer 

Hunter S Thompson as docu-film 
about his friend’s life is released

ARTIST Ralph Steadman 
has spoken about the life 
and legacy of Hunter S 
Thompson, on the release 
of a new film focusing on 
the Gonzo writer. 

Mr Steadman, 72, who lives near 
Maidstone, provided the striking 
illustrations that accompanied sev¬ 
eral of Thompson’s articles and 
books, including the cult classic, 
Fear and Loathing in Las Vegas. 

Now, a new film has been released 
about the American writer, Gonzo: 
The Life and Work of Dr Hunter S 
Thompson. 

“I think he was somebody who 
wanted to write books and couldn’t,” 
Steadman told BBC Radio 4, when 
asked about Thompson’s significance. 

Plot 

“That’s why he took so much to 
journalism, because he could find in 
journalism the very stories, the very 
corruption, the very sort of things he 
needed to create a plot.” 

He added: “Part of covering the 
(presidential) elections in ’72 of 
Richard Nixon and (George) 
McGovern was that in fact he was 
looking at people who had never 
thought about telling the truth 
before and that was exactly what 
was making it so important to listen 
to and to read him. 

“People said he was the least accu¬ 
rate, but the most truthful.” 

The new biopic is narrated by 
Johnny Depp, who also played 
Thompson’s alter ego Raoul Duke in 
the 1998 film based on Fear and 
Loathing, which was directed by 
Terry Gilliam. 



Thompson, who killed himself in 
2005, is regarded as the creator of 
Gonzo journalism, whereby the 
reporter becomes a central part of 
the stories they are writing about 
and truth and fiction are blurred. 

Steadman explained how Thompson 
first adopted the word Gonzo. 

“It was a strange meeting back in 
1970. They wanted somebody to get 
involved in the story and the story 
was the Kentucky Derby. 

“He reckoned it was a ‘goddamn fail¬ 
ure’ as a story, but somebody, a man 
called Cordosa, told him that it was 
pure Gonzo and [for] Hunter, that was 
the first time he’d ever heard the 
word, or me for that matter. 

“He picked it up immediately and 
made it his own.” 

Although Thompson declared that 
Steadman’s illustrations perfectly 
tallied with his words, he would nev¬ 
ertheless often insult him - but that 
was his way of showing he cared, 
said the cartoonist and caricaturist. 

“In fact, if he didn’t insult me I’d 
reckon he didn’t love me anymore so 
I guess I had to put up with that sort 
of thing.

“The abuse was part of the rela¬ 
tionship.” 

Thompson’s widow Anita said she 
liked the new biopic because it 
looked at a specific part of his life, 
rather than its entirety. 

“What I love about the film is that 
it does focus on one period of 
Hunter’s career, rather than trying 
to encapsulate his entire life. 

“It focuses on the years between 
1965 and ‘75, a very important time 
in our history when he worked close¬ 
ly with Ralph and they shared a sim¬ 
ilar vision of the corruption and inter¬ 
esting part of the American culture.” 

She said her late husband, who 
shot himself in the head at his home 
in Colorado, was a difficult man. 

“He did share the glory when a 
project was successful and every¬ 
thing went well. He also shared the 
blame and the pain and those of us 
who were close to him remember 
those times very well. 

“He certainly was a difficult man, 
as many artists are and he was also 
a glorious and loving man.” 

In August, 2005, Thompson’s 
remains were fired into the atmos¬ 
phere from a cannon on top of a 
153-ft tower shaped like a double- 
thumbed fist. The idea came about 
as a result of a joke shared by 
Thompson and Steadman in the 
1970s, his widow said.

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Police apology to Tories 


BRITAIN’S counter-terror squad 
chief has issued an “unreserved” 
apology to the Conservative Party. 

Met Police assistant commis¬ 
sioner Bob Quick had claimed the 
party rallied the press against 
him in the controversy over the 
arrest of Ashford MP Damian 
Green. He said the Tories were 
attempting to undermine his 
investigation into Home Office 
leaks. But the party denied this 
and leader David Cameron 
demanded an apology. 

Mr Quick issued a statement 
apologising “unreservedly for any 
offence or embarrassment”. 


He added: “I have now reflected 
on the comments I made at a dif¬ 
ficult time for me and my family. 

“I wish to make clear that it was 
not my intention to make any 
allegations and retract my 
comments.” 

The Conservatives accepted the 
apology with Shadow Home 
Secretary Dominic Grieve saying: 
“This draws a line under the 
matter”. 

Mr Quick approved the contro¬ 
versial arrest of frontbencher Mr 
Green and the raid on his offices 
in his role as head of a probe into 
leakage of information. 



Life in jail for 
killing his 
girlfriend 


A MAN who stabbed his 
girlfriend to death and tried 
to kill her 10-year-old broth¬ 
er has been sentenced to life 
imprisonment. 

Alessandro Selvaggi, 25, from 
Bromley, was found guilty at Harrow 
Crown Court of the murder of 22- 
year-old Jevgenia Suveri, and of the 
attempted murder of her 10-year-old 
brother Vladislav, who both lived at 
the same address as Selvaggi, on or 
before December 2, 2007. 

He will serve a minimum of 18 
years behind bars. 

The only ‘eye-witness’ account offi¬ 
cers have of the events that led to 
Miss Suveri’s death has come from 
Selvaggi himself. 

Police say it is understood that on 
the night of November 30, 2007, 
Selvaggi and Jevgenia had been for a 
night out with friends. They returned 
home at approximately 5am the fol¬ 
lowing day and became involved in 


an argument, during which Selvaggi 
stabbed his girlfriend in the chest 
and shoulder and cut her throat. 

He then went to Vladislav while he 
slept. He was stabbed several times 
in the throat and left for dead. 

After leaving the home Selvaggi 
bought drugs and alcohol and in the 
early hours of December 2, 2007, 
some 24 hours later, in an intoxicated 
state, he told officers in east London 
what he had done and was arrested. 

At 6am on December 2 officers 
forced their way into the home and 
discovered the body of Jevgenia and 
a severely injured Vladislav. The boy 
was taken to the Princess Royal 
Hospital for treatment. He has since 
gone on to make a full recovery. 

Det Insp Tony Bishop, who led the 
investigation, said: “This was an 
awful crime which ended the life of a 
young woman and robbed Vladislav 
not only of his sister but also his pri¬ 
mary carer. 

“Under the influence of drink and 
drugs, Selvaggi told police what he

had done, yet at court he pleaded not 
guilty, claiming he had been pro¬ 
voked by taunts from Jevgenia that 
he was unable to satisfy her and that 
she was a prostitute. 

“There was not a shred of evidence 
to support these claims, and the jury 
did not accept he had been provoked 
into such brutal acts of violence. 

“Vladislav has continued to recover 
from physical and mental scars he 
will carry for many years. I hope this 
result helps this young boy and all of 
Jevgenia’s family and friends in 
starting to rebuild their lives.”

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Police watchdog 
relief as Smith 
scraps elections

THE head of Kent’s police watch¬ 
dog has welcomed the Home 
Office’s decision to scrap major 
changes to the make-up of the 
bodies that oversee forces. 

Mark Gilmartin, chief executive of the 
Kent Police Authority (KPA), said authori¬ 
ties must be accountable to the public but 
party politics and single-issue campaigners 
must be kept out of local policing. 

Home Secretary Jacqui Smith 
announced last week that plans to directly 
elect members of police authority watch¬ 
dogs had been dropped due to fears over of 
“politicisation”. 

“We welcome the removal of that propos¬ 
al from the new Policing and Crime Bill,” 
Mr Gilmartin said. 

“The KPA’s view is that it is important 
there is a watchdog or body overseeing and 
holding to account policing in Kent. 

“The public need to feel reassured we 
have a strong and balanced group of indi¬ 
viduals who do that in Kent.” 

He said the Home Office had heeded the 
“overwhelming majority” of local opinion, 
police associations, local councillors and 
senior police officers, who had said the pro¬ 
posals would have “very serious conse¬ 
quences that would upset local policing”. 

Fears had been voiced that political 
extremists and members of single-issue 
pressure groups could hold positions of 
power over local policing and would be able 
to influence priorities for local forces. 

The KPA is made up of 17 members who 


are a mixture of councillors and people from 
the community. 

At a stakeholder conference the KPA 
asked representatives of Kent Police, the 
NHS, the prison service and Kent Fire and 
Rescue for their views on directly elected 
police watchdogs. Seventy-seven per cent of 
respondents agreed that the current struc¬ 
ture was already effective. 

“The principle of directly-elected police 
authorities is people having a say about 
how policing is run,” Mr Gilmartin said. 

“But the principle also must be that there 
is a need to keep party politics and narrow 
political views out of policing.” 

The Home Office made the proposals in 
an attempt to increase police accountability 
to the public and raise the profile of police 
authorities. Mr Gilmartin agreed that more 
needed to be done to raise public awareness 
of police authorities and their work. 

Asked about accountability, he said: “It is 
really important that the public feel we are 
there and that if they have a grievance 
there is a route for redress and action, and 
that the force is responsive to us. We do not 
need direct elections do do that.” 

He said the KPA had a good track record 
of addressing public concerns over policing. 

Ann Barnes, chairwoman of the KPA, 
said: “I am so pleased that the Home Office 
has come to its senses. This change of heart 
will save money and ensure party politics 
are not introduced into policing.” 

Police authorities are responsible for 
appointing chief constables and senior offi¬ 
cers, and setting the budget for their police 
force and the percentage of council tax 
needed to fund policing. 



Sacked over obscene insult to Bishop 


A MEMBER of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury’s staff has been dismissed for 
insulting the Bishop of Rochester in an official 
document. 

The worker wrote an obscenity next to the 
Rt Rev Michael Nazir-Ali’s comments on a 
vicar’s job inquiry. A confidential document 
sent from Lambeth Palace to Downing Street 
and 43 diocesan bishops included the word 
“arsehole” alongside to the name of Dr Nazir- 
Ali, Britain’s most senior Asian Anglican. 


The insult - which specifically referred to 
“The arsehole Bishop of Rochester” - appeared 
in a list of job vacancies and candidates. 

The offending member of Dr Rowan 
Williams’ staff has since been sacked. A 
Church spokesman said: “The person respon¬ 
sible admitted to it and was dismissed.” 

Dr Nazir-Ali boycotted the Lambeth 
Conference in July in protest at the presence 
of those who supported the openly gay 
American bishop Gene Robinson.

At Kent Highway Services, our inspectors monitor 
over 5,000 miles of roads and 4,000 miles of 
pavements, but we can’t be everywhere at once 
and that’s why we rely on your feedback when 
you spot something that needs to be dealt with. 
Our contact centre is open 24 hours a day, 

365 days a year and you can call us on 
08458 247 800 or email us at 
kent.highwayservices@kent.gov.uk. We have a 
team dedicated to dealing with highways queries 
and they can log faults and also give general 
highways advice and information over the phone, 
where possible. In fact, did you know that the 
team handles around 16,000 highways calls and 
3,000 emails per month? 

When you report a fault, it’s logged with a unique 
reference number and then sent directly to the 
correct team to deal with the issue. It helps us 
if we can give the teams an accurate location, so 
please remember to give us as much information 
as you can when you call in.

Mobile creatures such as birds may move to warmer climates 
where they can continue to be relatively active, but for the less 
mobile, activity levels have to slow down and the need for safe 
shelters with stable temperatures becomes paramount.

So what does this have to do with Kent Highway Services? 
Well, hibernation is an extreme method of adapting to winter 
conditions - it’s a key strategy for smaller animals that are 
reliant on very seasonal foodstuffs, such as bats, hedgehogs 
and dormice. These animals need to build-up fat reserves 
during the warmer months, and as winter approaches, 
they find or build a well-insulated shelter where they » 
can remain inactive. Many of these hibernation places 
can be found in close proximity to Kent’s highways, 
so identifying these important habitat features is 
something that our ecologists take very seriously 
when road schemes are planned. By incorporating 
these natural habitats in the design of schemes, , 

we can make sure that they are preserved for the 
wildlife that need them.

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Detectives ap p alled bv ‘heartless’ robbery of elderly man 


AN E-FIT of a bogus policeman 
who attacked an 89-year-old has 
been released by detectives. 

The attack took place at the victim’s home 
in Walpole Road, Bromley, on December 4, 
at about 8pm, after the pensioner answered 
the door to a man claiming to be a police 
officer. 

As the victim opened the door, two men 
barged in and began to threaten him and 
ask for money. He gave them cash from his 
jacket, but they shouted for more. 

The victim was slow to respond and the 
suspects began to hit him in the face. 

One of them pulled the telephone line out 
of the wall and they ransacked the house, 
finding more cash as they did so. 

Eventually they left, warning the victim 
they would be monitoring him. 

He called the police from a neighbour’s 
house and was taken to hospital suffering 
from head injuries, including black eyes, a 
swollen nose and swollen ear. 

The attackers are both white. One is aged 
30-35, about 5ft 7in and of stocky build. He 
has black hair and wore a blue tunic over 
blue corduroy trousers. 

The other man - shown in the e-fit - is 
aged 30-35 years, about 5ft lOin and mus¬ 
cular. He has prominent features, is of chis¬ 
elled appearance and has light brown to 
blond hair. He wore a smart grey suit. Det 
Insp Alex Phipp of Bromley CID said: “We 
are horrified by this dreadful attack. The 
victim was understandably frightened. 
That they then hit him because he was 
responding slowly is heartless. 

“Any genuine police officer would normal¬ 
ly call by appointment. He or she would cer¬ 
tainly show their ID before gaining entry 
and allow time for details to be checked.”

He escaped during a fight but was 
recaptured and punished for running away 
by having a foot cut off. 

Amuda is now part of a team of young 
adults with a disability helping each other 
and making a living by creating pots from 
the panels of abandoned cars. They live in 
dormitories at the Comforti Centre for 
Handicapped Development in Freetown 
and plan to use their skills to make stumps 
and bats for the Street20 programme. 

“I feel so good playing cricket in front of 
all the people who see me every day as a

disabled man,” said Amuda. 

The British Army plan to help the 
Comforti Centre by building them new dor¬ 
mitories and supplying soldiers to run 
coaching on a regular basis. Major Tom 
Smith sees this as very much part of their 
role in the International Military Training 
and Advisory Team. 

Last year our readers donated one tonne 
of books for the village of Kent in Sierra 
Leone, which campaigners now wish to 
twin with the county.

Binatone tennis, and a 1950s living room as if children were play¬ 
ing, so there are toys strewn everywhere. The kids love it because 
they have never seen anything like that before.” 

Visitors can play with the toys and games, and a screen shows 
episodes of children’s TV shows from the last 50 years, including

Mr Frost said people who 
had donated toys to the 
exhibition had also been 
recorded talking about 
them and their memories. 

One of the oldest toys at 
the exhibition is a push- 
along donkey lent by an 88- 
year-old man who received 
it when he was four. The 
man speaks about how he 
remembers the day he was 
given the now threadbare 
toy. 

Mr Frost said he had an 
amazing time playing with 
the exhibits as they came in 
ahead of the show’s opening 
on December 10. 

“I had totally forgotten 
about Frustration, which 
has been around for years. I’d forgotten how much fun it was. And 
the Binatone tennis I had in the ’70s,” he said. 

“It was the first games console to plug into your TV. It was rev¬ 
olutionary at the time - absolutely amazing.” 

The exhibition is the most interactive ever held at the museum, 
a Dover District Council official said. The toys and games will be 
on display until September next year and the museum is open 
throughout the Christmas holidays, except on New Year’s Day.

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Dr Williams in row 
over ‘Nazi’ claims 


THE Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Dr Rowan Williams, is risking a 
row with the Government by 
inviting a comparison between 
Gordon Brown’s response to the 
economic downturn and the Nazis. 

His comments refer to the 
potential cost to people of policies 
to tackle the financial crisis. 

In an article for The Daily 
Telegraph, Dr Williams appears 
to draw a parallel between the 
Nazis and the UK Government’s 
policies for tackling the downturn, 
which he says fails to take 
account of the “particular human 
costs” to the most vulnerable. 

“What about the... pensioner 
whose savings have disappeared, 


the Woolworth’s employee, the 
young executive, let alone the pro¬ 
ducer of goods in some Third 
World environment where prices 
are determined thousands of 
miles away?” he stated. 

The Prime Minister has pledged 
to spend his way out of the down¬ 
turn, increasing public borrowing 
to a record £200m a day. 

The Government has also 
pledged £500 billion of taxpayers’ 
money to bail out the banking sys¬ 
tem, and cut VAT by 2.5 per cent 
to get consumers spending again. 

But unemployment is predicted 
to top two million by the New Year 
as high street names such as 
Woolworths and MFI go under.

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Free tickets scheme aims to attract younger audiences to county’s theatres 


YOUNG people are being offered 
free theatre tickets as part of an 
initiative to boost attendance by 
those aged 26 and under. 

The Theatre Royal in Margate, the 
Marlowe and Gulbenkian theatres in 
Canterbury, Assembly Hall Theatre and 
Trinity Theatre in Tunbridge Wells and the 
Churchill, in Bromley, are all to benefit 
under the Arts Council scheme. 

The scheme was announced by the 
Government in September and the money 
will be provided over the next two years. 
The idea could eventually be extended to 
other arts. 

Dr Stephen Ladyman, Labour MP for 
South Thanet, welcomed the cash boost. 

“This is an exciting scheme,” he said. 
“Many young people have no idea what live 
theatre is like and this will help some expe¬ 
rience it for the first time. Theatre can be 
entertaining, provocative and educational, 
but many young people never discover that 
because they never get the chance to step 
across a theatre’s threshold. 

“This could open the eyes of many young 
people to what they have been missing.” 

The initiative will see 618,000 free the¬ 
atre tickets given to young people across 
England over the next two years. 

A £10,000 grant has been offered to the 
Assembly Hall Theatre in Tunbridge Wells 
and the Performing Arts Network Kent 
Consortia - which includes Trinity Theatre, 
the Gulbenkian and Margate’s Theatre 
Royal. 

The Churchill will be able to hand out 
£30,000 of tickets, which will work out as 
2,000 free tickets annually for the next two 
years. Twenty-two theatres across the 
South East are being given Arts Council 
grants under the scheme, which starts on 
February 16. 

A website will go online in the New Year 
with details of local venues and links to 
book free tickets. Judith Hibberd, the Arts

Council’s regional head of performing arts, 
said: ‘We must make it easy for young peo¬ 
ple to experience powerful and inspiring 
art, show them that the arts are for them 
and hopefully help create a new generation 
of arts audiences.” 

Mark Everett, theatre director of the 
Marlowe, said: “Young people will be at the 
heart of the new Marlowe and this award 
will support early work to develop these 
new audiences.” 

Derek Nicholls, chief executive of the 
Churchill, said: “This is a fantastic opportu¬ 
nity for more young people to experience 
the thrill of live theatre.” 

The scheme has come about due to £2.5 
million of funding from the Department for 
Culture, Media and Sport. 

Attendance at arts events is traditionally 
low in the 18-26 age range, so the scheme is 
targeted at young adults and their families. 

Liam Shea, creative development manag¬ 
er at the Churchill, said: “This funding sup¬ 
ports the work of our creative development 
department, which is committed to nurtur¬ 
ing the audiences, performers and play¬ 
wrights of tomorrow.” 

Alan Davey, Arts Council chief executive, 
said: “Venues have responded to this initia¬ 
tive with energy and imagination.”

Crooked Billet in Bromley are among Kent 
restaurants to change their menus. 

After being invited by Harvester, Review 
visited both restaurants to taste the new 
offerings - and was generally pleased with 
the results. Opposite Hayes rail station, The 
New Inn is a grand building, packed with 
character inside. 

The goat’s cheese and beetroot tart (£4.75) 
was as good as any I had tasted at more 
expensive eateries and the 6oz fillet steak 
(15.50) was grilled to perfection. Their 
Naughty & Nice dessert (£4.95) topped off a 
great meal, consisting of two mini pots, one 
filled with chocolate and the other with 




berries and served with Italian biscuit. 

My partner was similarly pleased with her 
Crackeijack king prawns (£3.75) to start, 
grilled sea bass (£11.95) and lemon tart 
(£4.25). Although the choice was there, nei¬ 
ther of us opted for any of the unlimited 
extra salad also on offer. 

At The Crooked Billet, more modem than 
The New Inn, but very spacious and comfort¬ 
able, I started with a Harvest Feastival 
(£6.95), which consisted of flame-grilled bar¬ 
becue chicken wings, breaded mushrooms, 
king prawns, com on the cob and onion rings, 
plus dips. 

This unfortunately failed to live up to my 
memory of the goat’s cheese and beetroot 
tart. The onion rings were fine, but the chick¬ 
en lacked much meat and the breaded mush¬ 
rooms tasted a bit bland. 

My partner enjoyed her crispy squid 
(£4.25), as well as her main course of chicken 
with a jacket potato and peas (£7.50). 

I had a disappointing experience, however, 
in one of Harvester’s new ‘Select Premium 
Classic’ selection - oriental duck (£11.95). 
I’m a big fan of duck, particularly curried, at 
Thai and Chinese restaurants so I was real¬ 
ly looking forward to tucking in. Sadly, I did 
not find it very tasty and thought it lacked 
enough sauce and egg noodles. 

To finish, I picked the delicious Truffled by 
Chocolate (£3.50); described as “seriously 
rich and indulgent layers of white, dark and 
milk chocolate, served on a brownie base”. 
My girlfriend was happy with her choice of 
fresh fruit skewers (£3.99), consisting of 
melon, pineapple and strawberries, served 
with ice cream. 

Both Harvesters exceeded our expecta¬ 
tions with the overall very good quality of 
food and we would definitely consider going 
back.

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Monkey business is job 
of conservation project 

EARLIER this month the son of Thanet North MP Roger Gale was stranded in Thailand during the protests that brought air travel 
from Bangkok to a standstill. TOM GALE and his new wife Basma were due back from their honeymoon and, faced with an 
enforced extension of their holiday, they put the time to good advantage. On the island of Phuket the couple discovered a small, 
underfunded and unsung conservation project. Now, safely back at their home in Preston, near Wingham, they are determined to 
help to further the work of the volunteers. Here Tom explains the work of the project and how you can help secure its future...

O N the popular holiday island 
of Phuket and in other 
parts of Thailand, gibbon 
monkeys are illegally kept 
as pets and as tourist attractions. 

The only way to acquire a young gibbon is to 
take it from the wild by first shooting its moth¬ 
er and father. The capture of one young monkey 
can involve the deaths of three entire families. 

Mother gibbons often nurse their offspring for 
up to seven years. When a mother is shot and 
her young fall from the tree with her many die. 

It is estimated that only one in three of the 
young monkeys even survives the fall. 

Most of these babies are then used on the 
beach where unsuspecting visitors pay to have 
photographs with the captive animals. 

No matter what the photographers may tell 
their clients, what they are doing is strictly 
illegal and as a result of the poaching much of 
Thailand’s diminishing lowland rainforest is 
now under-populated with gibbons. 


The Gibbon Rehabilitation Project, known 
locally just as the GRP has been trying, for 
nearly 17 years, to help reverse the process of 
theft and destruction. 

Founded in 1992 by the chief of the Royal 
Forest Department, Khun Noppadol 
Preuksawan, with additional support from 
Terrence Dillon Morin, the GRP is hidden 
away in a comer of the Icheo Theaw Non- 
Hunting Area, a national park. 

The GRP receives some support from the 
Asian Wildlife Fund and the Wild Animal 
Foundation of Thailand, but is staffed mainly 
by volunteers and is funded by public sub¬ 
scriptions from visitors. 

The volunteers, in addition to giving a few 
months of their time, also make a financial 
contribution to its work and upkeep. 

The project is a Thai-run organisation and 
the only group of its kind carrying out its 
specialised work. Its goal is quite simply to 
save the gibbons and their rainforest habitat 
from hunting and possible eradication. 

When we visited it the sanctuary was hosting 
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several dozen gibbon monkeys and we were told 
the demand for the rehabilitation is growing. 

The GRP works with animals that have 
been confiscated by the police or handed in by 
their ‘owners’ when they grow too large to 
become of interest or use. 

These animals can live for up to 40 years and 
the older males, particularly, can become 
aggressive and dangerous. 

After rehabilitation they are, whenever pos¬ 
sible, reintroduced to the canopy of the low¬ 
land rainforests from which they have been 
stolen but, sadly, until they can be released 
into the wild they have to be kept in cages. 

Every gibbon arriving at the rehabilitation 
project receives a medical check that includes 
blood tests for various diseases and then it 
goes into quarantine. 

The rehabilitation process involves going 
through a series of environments which 
encourage a return to natural behaviour and 
food and offers maximum contact with other 
monkeys and minimum contact with humans. 

The monkeys are socialised as families and 
encouraged to breed. 

It can be several painstaking years before a 
group that is considered suitable and able to 
survive by themselves is released and then the 
problems may only just be beginning. 

An example involved one of the gibbons 
named Nat and his mother and father who 
were released in the national park hunting- 
free area. Nat’s father was shot by hunters 
seeking food and Nat and his mother are now 
back in the sanctuary and unlikely to be 
released again. 

Like others unable to live in the wild, they 
are housed on small artificial islands on which 
they can live free from cages, but without 
harm to themselves or others. 

A LL of this work costs money to provide 
the necessary holding cages, food, veteri¬ 
nary care and scientific equipment. 
Basma and I think this is a very worthwhile 
and well-run conservation project and, having 
been treated so well by the Thai people when 
we needed help ourselves, we want to try to 
give a little back by raising funds to support 
the Gibbon Rehabilitation Project.

Simple answer to 
grammar problem 

EDUCATION experts have warned Kent 
needs another grammar school to cope with 
the growing numbers of pupils forced from 
private education by the credit crunch. 

As the recession deepens and employees 
face predictions of further redundancies in 
the New Year, many parents are surely 
looking at the tens of thousands of pounds 
that can be saved yearly on school fees. 

Due to the selective schools system in 
Kent, grammars are among the best and 
top performing state schools.

There were 15,133 fewer 
crimes in Kent and Medway last 
year, an impressive 10 per cent 
decrease. This is a great achieve¬ 
ment by Kent Police and partners. 

During this economic crisis we 
have been especially conscious of 
the need to support local busi¬ 
nesses and ensure there are Kent 


jobs for Kent people. This ambi¬ 
tion is at the heart of KCC’s cam¬ 
paign Backing Kent Business. 

This month we announced a 
number of initiatives to support 
businesses, including making it 
easier for them to access public 
sector contracts within and out¬ 
side of Kent, speeding up our pay¬ 
ment of invoices and helping busi¬ 
nesses access grants. 

The campaign also aims to sup¬ 
port the housing industry by put¬ 
ting up to £85 million of vacant 
possession unsold property assets 
in a fund to be developed into 
‘oven-ready’ schemes with profes¬ 
sional planners/teams of archi¬ 
tects and released as joint-venture 
developments with private sector 
housebuilders, packaged appropri¬ 
ately to attract Kent firms. 


We will be lobbying government 
on behalf of the business commu¬ 
nity to reduce the burden of 
unnecessary regulation and 
bureaucracy. KCC will lead by 
example with an independent 
review of our ecology policy func¬ 
tion and process. 

In 2009 we will also be market¬ 
ing our campaign to increase the 
number of apprenticeships avail¬ 
able in Kent in line with the gov¬ 
ernment aim for 20 per cent of all 
post-16 learning to be in this form. 
That equates to 8,000 apprentice¬ 
ships in the county, a massive 
challenge for all employers. 

Many people will be pleased to 
know about the demise of region¬ 
al assemblies across the UK I 
have been given the job in the 
South East of shaping what will

replace them, having been elected 
as the first chairman of the newly 
formed organisation South East 
England Councils (SEEC) by the 
74 council leaders in the South 
East. As its new chairman I will 
be steering ambitious regional 
plans on behalf of all local govern¬ 
ment in the region. 

Clearly next year is going to be 
exceptionally challenging for all of 
us against the backdrop of the 
global recession, the like of which 
has not been experienced before. I 
am determined to deliver as low a 
council tax as possible. 

We must remain optimistic and 
focused in fighting the impact of 
recession. KCC with its public 
sector partners will do all we can 
to support Kent businesses and 
the people they employ and con¬ 
tinue to improve and deliver as 
efficiently as possible the services 
we provide to Kent residents, 
from early education to adult 
social care.

Coupled with the current recession 
which is already beginning to reduce the 
number of flights being taken, plans for 
Manston Airport to expand are literally 
‘flights of fancy 5 .

The true price of meat 

Former slaughterman, H Clark, was grant¬ 
ed a good deal of space (Slaughterhouse 
Clive) to denounce as fantasists those who 
assert that animals endure stress and pain 
in farms and slaughterhouses. 

I may not have killed animals but I 
have a good deal of first-hand experience of 
farms, slaughterhouses and livestock 
markets. 

The picture Mr Clark paints of free-rang¬ 
ing, contented animals is a nonsense. 

Visitors to Animal Aid’s website (www. 
animalaid.org.uk) can see for themselves 
undercover film we have taken in recent 
months at pig, chicken, turkey, cattle and 
goat farms. The filth, disease, death and suf¬ 
fering are there for all to see. 

Government figures show around 15 per 
cent of newborn lambs are dead within days 
- from malnutrition, disease and exposure. 
Dairy cows are increasingly confined for all 
their productive lives inside large sheds 
under punishing ‘zero grazing 5 regimes. 

More than 700 million chickens are reared 
for slaughter in Britain every year. The vast 
majority are housed in windowless sheds 
that each hold around 30,000 birds. A large 
percentage of the birds suffer crippling 
lameness and - unable to reach the feed 
and water stations - starve to death and rot 
where they fall. 

I have personally witnessed examples of 
all that I have described. I have also visited 
six slaughterhouses, where I’ve seen crip¬ 
pled pigs kicked towards the stunning box 
and then slip their shackles, crash land 
head first onto the stone floor and writhe 
with blood pouring from throat wounds 
caused by the slaughterman’s knife. I saw 
this happen to several pigs in two abattoirs. 

Mr Clark’s powers of observation and his 
capacity for empathy seem to have been 
deadened by his years in the meat trade. 

In that regard he’s out of step with the 
general public, who are increasingly con¬ 


scious of the fact their meat comes at a 
price - a price paid by the animals we mass 
produce and slaughter.

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Pupil’s have grand 
designs on look for 
Longfield Academy 

ARCEffTECTURE students at a university have 
been drawing up plans for adapting and extending 
a school - with the pupils as their ‘clients’. 

The 20 second-year students from the Kent 
School of Architecture (KSA) at the University of 
Kent are working with youngsters from Longfield 
Academy. The aim is to get pupils to explore the 
architecture of their school together with the 
students before they draw up their ideas and take 
part in a mentoring session with leading architec¬ 
tural company Jestico + Whiles. 

Dr Timothy Brittain-Catlin, cultural context 
and design lecturer at KSA, said: “Combining this 
goal with the educational requirements of a 
RIBA-validated course has its challenges, not 
least because our students are required to draw 
up their own design proposals for a new building 
at the school while they are engaging with the 
pupils as a group. 

“However, this process and project are extreme¬ 
ly valuable as they enable KSA to get involved 
with its local school community - a role that we 
very much hope to expand in coming years. 

“We also believe this type of research involving 
young users has a valuable part to play during the 
current debate about the Government’s Building 
Schools for the Future programme.”

The eight schools taking part in the 
Gateway programme are Canterbury High, 
St Anselm’s Catholic, The Abbey School, 
Hartsdown Tech, Chaucer Tech, Swadelands, 
St George’s and Minster College. 

Pupils are given the choice of studying 


health, education or crime and policing, with 
modules including adult nursing, speech and 
language therapy, literacy, criminal investi¬ 
gation, diagnostic radiography and more. 

Dr Goouch said: “The students have 
already demonstrated maturity in their par¬ 
ticipation in the sessions, and a level of com¬ 
mitment and passion towards studying to 
work in their chosen field of public service.” 

Those students who have enrolled on the 
year-long course will tackle it alongside their 
sixth-form studies, and will collect their cer¬ 
tificates at an awards ceremony in July. 

The Gateway programme involves a total 
of 15 hours of learning sessions at 
Canterbury Christ Church, as well as 35 
hours of additional study.

NISSAN’S highly flexible Note 
family model gets a new look and 
ground-breaking kit for 2009, 
prices start at £450 less too. 

Pitched as a family hatchback-cum-MPV, 
this replacement for the old Almera has 
never been ‘Noted’ for its looks, but it 
makes up with its ‘can do’ interior design 
and space. 

Nevertheless, Nissan has improved the 
cosmetics with a new nose featuring 
reshaped bonnet and bumper, streamlined 
headlights and a shiny black finish grille. 
The tail lights have also been darkened. 

More significant perhaps is how the 
new-look Note marks the debut for 
‘Nissan Connect’, a fully-integrated 
audio, phone and satellite navigation 
system fitted as standard with Tekna 
flagship trim and as a £400 option on 
the mid-range Acenta. 

Visia remains the entry-level trim and 
is now more accessible from £9,795, yet 
boasts decent standard equipment includ¬ 
ing MP3 player jack, rear sliding seat, 
front electric windows, four airbags and 


three rear headrests, though air-con is a 
£500 option. 

The top-of-the-range Tekna (from £13,695) 
comes with Nissan Connect, rear parking 
sensors, 16-inch alloys, climate control, part 
leather seats, electric folding door mirrors, 
electronic stability control, rear privacy 
glass, rain sensing wipers and interior 
chrome detailing. 

All models continue to feature the clever 
flexi-board for the boot, enabling taller 
items to be carried or hidden out of sight 


and this can now be positioned vertically 
to steady items while the car is moving. 

What has not changed in the Note’s near 
perfect balance of reliable and versatile 
engine, comprising 1.4 and 1.6-litre petrol 
and 1.5dCi diesel units. 

However, Nissan has tweaked the 
1.5dCi to emit a C02 level of just 119g/km 
and deliver a pump-friendly average of 
around 60mpg, while the 1.4 petrol unit 
produces 139g/km of C02 with a 
respectable average of nearly 50mpg. 


With a C02 reading below 140g/km, this 
means those units qualify for Nissan’s 
‘Pure Drive’ badge - used for the Japanese 
brand’s most eco-friendly models.

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Superb offer - a small 
cheque buys big Czech 


THERE is nothing new about 
Skoda’s ambition to build a luxury 
flagship model. 

Its original Superb was launched in 1934 
and with a sense of timing that sounds eerily 
familiar. 

For the Czech car market was in crisis and 
the Government was wielding the blunt 
instrument of fuel taxation to fund the rail 
network and drive people into smaller cars. 

We could just as easily be talking about the 
arrival of the latest Superb in the UK - could 
there be a worse time to launch a big posh 
motor like this? 

Maybe not, but such quality and luxury 
should cost you double the price and looks 
exceptional value against mainstream rivals 
listed in our facts panel. 

Okay, the badge still does not convince 
everyone, but doubters are in danger of being 
bracketed with the Flat Earth Society; here in 
the real world, we know all about Volkswagen 
underpinnings and Skoda value and many 
people have bought a VW for Skoda money 5 
and been happy enough to say so - the Czech 
brand is perennially at or near the top of cus¬ 
tomer satisfaction polls. 

And unlike the new Superb’s predecessor 
(2002-08) - little more than a stretched ver¬ 
sion of the previous VW Passat - the new car 
shows how Skoda is trusted to raid the VW 
corporate parts bin, but spin more individual 
products than in the past.

So, the new Superb no longer echoes a 
Passat and, just to underline the point, has a 
rear-end treatment unique in the marketplace 
- it can be boot or hatchback. Switching from 
one to the other works pretty well too, with a 
powered latching mechanism, huge load area 
and a typically Skoda array of hooks and lash¬ 
ing points for unruly items and bags. 

I’m still not sure about the car’s styling - it 
looks a little nose heavy - but there is no ques¬ 



tion that it oozes class and impact whether 
you respect the badge or not. 

Standard spec is generous and everything 
opens and closes with a satisfying clunk 
rather than a worrying clang and, while inte¬ 
rior materials cannot quite match some more 
upmarket brands, the build quality shames 
some snooty rivals, especially at these prices. 

The car will truly seat five in comfort, but 
four in luxury is better; those in the rear can 
luxuriate in limo-like leg and headroom with 
individual reading lights and vents. 

Upfront is a well-organised and tasteful 
dashboard and our Elegance flagship model 
featured powered and heated front seats as 
standard - the cream leather looked like it 
should be on a much dearer car. 

The test car’s engine was the most powerful 


2.0-litre diesel option, the 170bhp CR unit, 
which makes this big motor quick off the line, 
even if it can sound gruff when cold. 

The VW six-speed twin-clutch Direct Shift 
Gearbox (DSG) fitted to our car was also stun¬ 
ning, allowing seamless changes in fully auto 
mode or more aggression using the slick man¬ 
ual selection option. 

Not that you want to throw the big Superb 
around; its bulk and a tendency to crash 
through bumps when pressed soon persuade 
you to stick to smooth straight line cruising 
instead. 

Will it appeal to well-heeled people who want 
to downsize their budget rather than status in 
this recession? Possibly, but I suspect this Superb 
will find more buyers amongst those who need 
a big car to tow a caravan. Taxi and private

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Making profit from e-waste

OBSOLETE computers and other 
IT equipment - what’s called e- 
waste - can often end up in less 
developed countries for disman¬ 
tling or thrown into UK landfill. 

Apart from environmental and ethical fac¬ 
tors, there are also issues of identity theft, 
fraud and obligations under the Data 
Protection Act. 

All serious considerations - but for one 
Canterbury-based firm they have proved a 
recession-proofed opportunity. 

Bioteknik, which has been going for nearly 
20 years, also had a boost with UK and EC 
laws introduced in 2007 designed to prevent 
millions of tonnes of e-waste going to landfill 
sites. 

Managing director Dr Steve Buckwell said: 
“We’ve been pioneers in recycling and we’ve

run this operation in tandem with a healthy 
re-selling business. However, with the sharp 
increase in commodity prices, reselling of 
viable units is giving way to actual scrap 
metal recovery and we see this as being our 
future profit area. 

“Exporting e-waste to less developed coun¬ 
tries has led to bad publicity, with stories of 


primitive disassembly with open-air burning 
and acid baths resulting in pollution and 
health hazards. Often the task is performed by 
children. 

“Why landfill or ship this scrap to the other 
side of the world? It’s not exactly ethical or 
environmental. We can mine elements from 
scrap which would otherwise have to be mined 
from the earth. Our methods meet strict 
health and safety laws. We are handling what 
is classed as hazardous waste.” 

But e-waste business is not just picking out 
the precious metals - there’s valuable data on 
board as well. Said Dr Buckwell: “Most compa¬ 
nies have come to realise that their decommis¬ 
sioned hardware is a liability. 

“Data destruction is a big priority for them, 
but collection, record-taking, storage and dis¬ 
assembly is time-consuming and expensive. I 
think it would be fair to say that we now have 
all that off to a fine art.” 

Dr Buckwell is an organic chemist who 
started the firm from his home in Canterbury 
as an industrial science service, and one of his 
first big breaks was landing a contract as 


forensics scientists on the first Channel 
Tunnel fire in 1996. 

He and business development manager 
Chris Coe had identified an opportunity in the 
mid-1990s for recovery, resale and recycling of 
computer hardware. 

Mr Coe said: “Practically all businesses have 
computers. If they are doing well they upgrade 
hardware regularly and it’s a tax write down. 

“Software companies drive the need for bet¬ 
ter and faster hardware both in the home and 
in businesses. If companies go broke, their 
computers need disposing of as items for gen¬ 
eral clearance. Either way, we recover unwant¬ 
ed hardware. We recover computer parts 
which can be sold on. 

“Also scrap metal prices are on the increase, 
with gold particularly being seen as a safe 
haven in times of uncertainty. With emerging 
economies such as China and India, there will 
be continuing demand for metals such as cop¬ 
per and aluminum.” 

Bioteknik employs 10 staff and has a 
turnover in excess of £250,000. It plans to tre¬ 
ble this over the next two years.

Chimaera - they are fish related to the 
sharks and rays and sometimes called the 
ghost sharks - now has a staff of four and 
managing director Neil D’Silva says he is 
positive about the future despite the eco¬ 
nomic downturn. He said: “While there are 
uncertainties with regards to the economy

“Good marketing is often critical to regain¬ 
ing control and we are committed to helping 
businesses of all sizes.” 

He said to get the best out of marketing 
measure the response you get, don’t waste 
money on ineffective marketing, look at new 
avenues to promote your business, and mar¬ 
ket your website better to get more from it.

Want to run a pub? Been made redundant and thinking of becoming 
a tenant publican? Business Editor Tony Patey, who used to run a 
pub in Lincolnshire, was recently asked by Faversham’s Shepherd 
Neame to pool some thoughts with David Little, who runs the brew¬ 
ery’s The Anchor in Faversham. Sheps wants to use the information for 
potential publicans. Here is Tony’s report: 



JOHN Fothergill became the most 
famous publican in Britain before 
World War Two when he wrote a little 
book which became a best-seller. 

Called An Innkeeper’s Diary, it was all about his 
time at the now famous Spread Eagle Hotel in 
Thame, Oxfordshire, in the 1920s - and it reveals 
how he was in the forefront in setting high modem 
hotel standards. 

It wasn’t easy. In fact, he initially got a lot of hos¬ 
tility from the regulars and local farmers. But his 
thoughts are universal and still relevant today for 
anyone contemplating becoming a publican. Here’s 
an excerpt: 

“Requirements for keeping a good inn: 

• 14-16 hours a day and 
few, even half-days, off. 

• Some capital with which 
to have good food ready 
and to waste. 

• A mind for the tiniest 
details. 

• An all-round outlook. 

• An ability to formulate a 


policy and courage to carry it out. 

• To have had first a good time in life one¬ 
self. 

• A natural, not enforced, love of the job. 
Wherever an inn fails, in England or else¬ 
where, it will be, I think, for the lack of 
one or more of the requirements.” 

Anyone who has run a pub will whole¬ 
heartedly agree. 

The most important ones, I think, are 
having some ready capital in your back 
pocket, formulating the right policy, and 
having a mind for the tiniest details. 

If you’re not a natural people person, 
then don’t even think about it in the first 
place. 

Fothergill’s hint about tiniest details 
will resonate with every publican. On my 
first day I found in the cellar a long piece 
of metal with two bolts stuck in it and 
nearly threw it out; it was my darts 
team’s oche -1 would have been lynched. 

I recently spent a day with David Little, 
an experienced licensee, who runs The 
Anchor, a lovely old pub just off

Faversham Creek, which has just been 
named as one of the top 25 pubs in the UK 
in the Good Beer Guide 2009. 

He’s a tenant of Shepherd Neame and 
with the economic downturn there is a 
strong business model case to be made for 
running a tenanted pub rather than buying 
a lease or freehold, because the latter two 
could easily fall in value as well as rise. 

Sheps is on the lookout for suitable poten¬ 
tial tenants and it asked David and me to 
produce some ‘on the job’ advice for would-be 
publicans. 

Any publican would agree with David 
when he says a prospective publican must 
remember that today the job is “retail, 24/7” 
- your regulars will, of course, be your 
bedrock, but you have to attract a steady 
stream of other customers. 

Here are some of David’s thoughts: “It is a 
retail business at the end of the day. We’re in 
the 21st century and the days are long gone 
where the publican drives round in a 
Jaguar, plays golf every day and drinks as 
much beer as he sells, sitting in front of the 
bar. 

“You have to be multi-skilled. I come from 
a freehouse background and we could, in a 
way, make it up as we went along. But com¬ 
ing into the Shepherd Neame tenancy 
scheme I found retraining was vital. 

‘You need working capital, but initially it 
is a very inexpensive way to get into a busi¬ 
ness. For example, if you wanted a freehouse 
something like [The Anchor] would be £1 
million. 

‘You have to do a SWOT - strengths, 
weaknesses, opportunities, threats - analy¬ 
sis first. Then it’s hearts and minds in the 
first six months, you’ve got to win over your 
customers. 

“Customers make the pub, staff control it 
and you’ve got to be a captain of the ship. 
You’ve got to make sure they understand 
you’re fair, firm and reasonable.” 

Tied pub and property director George 
Barnes, who has been at Sheps since 1978, 
said: ‘We are coming to a point where tenan¬ 
cies are becoming a lot more attractive than 
leases - and it’s a matter of record that lease 
values are dropping like stones. 

“The qualities I look for in a licensee are 
marketing skills and the ability to be proac¬ 
tive, because the days of just opening the 
doors and people walking in are gone. 

“Research is essential before you go into a 
pub. If you’re looking at a number of pubs, 
wait until you walk into one that feels right. 
Don’t force yourself into something just 
because it’s available.”

He said: “There is a lot in the newspapers 
about the dispute between the Indian Premier 
League and the Indian Cricket League that is 
having a knock-on effect around the world. We 
are in the same position as many other coun¬ 
ties and will await developments.” 

GILLINGHAM chairman Paul Scally 
vowed to beat the boo boys after he came 
under fire from the club’s supporters. 

As the Gills careered towards relegation 
from League One, Scally was targeted by fans 
who threw rocks at his car following a disap¬ 
pointing 3-0 home defeat to Crewe Alexandra. 
The Gillingham chairman told KoS that there 
had been times he considered walking away 
from Priestfield. 

“I won’t be bullied by anyone,” he said. “I 
have got a job to do here and until it is done or 
someone else comes in who can do it better, I 
will be here.

MAY 


AFTER three months of waiting, South 
African all-rounder Justin Kemp was finally 
given clearance by the England and Wales 
Cricket Board (ECB) to play for Kent. 

Kemp had his application to play for the 
county rejected twice as the ECB were forced 
to deny him a place in county cricket because 
of his involvement in the rebel Indian Cricket 
League (ICL). 

However, after waiting to hear his fate and 
missing the start of Kent’s season in the 
process, Kemp had to attend an all-day hear¬ 
ing at the Oval before learning he was able to 
take his place in Rob Key’s Kent side. 

He said: “I am relieved everything has been 
sorted. If I’d known what I know now, I would¬ 
n’t have signed the contract with the ICL. You 
do not quite understand how much you love 
this game until there is the threat of it being 
taken away from you.” 

■ UNDOUBTEDLY the story of the year 
was Ebbsfleet United’s triumph in the FA 
Trophy at Wembley Stadium (see main pic). 
Liam Daish’s side took 25,000 Kent fans to the 
new Wembley where the Fleet created history 
in becoming the first club from the county to 
lift the coveted trophy. Despite missing a first 
half penalty through Chris McPhee, the young 
midfielder atoned for his error with the win¬ 
ner just before the break as Fleet ran out 1-0 
victors against Torquay United. 

A delighted Daish hoped the trophy win would 
put his side on the Kent football map. 

He said: “Hopefully there is going to be a kick 
on and they are going to want to come back for 
more and get season tickets. It would be disap¬ 
pointing if the first game of the season was at 
home and they will have all gone. 

“It would be nice to get up to the 2,000 mark 
because if you look at the teams looking to get 
into the Football League, their gates help them 
get there.” 


JUNE 


KENT racer Mike Conway did his hopes of 
getting a Formula One seat no harm after 
securing his first GP2 championship win on 
the streets of Monaco. 
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The Sevenoaks rider missed out on the dou¬ 
ble after an accident in race one, but he record¬ 
ed a lights-to-flag finish in the second, a stag¬ 
gering 18 seconds ahead of his nearest chal¬ 
lenger Ho Ping-Tung. 

The first win of his GP2 career eclipsed his 
best result of second at Silverstone in the pre¬ 
vious season. 

Conway said: “I just can say that I’m really 
happy I think the result will boost my confi¬ 
dence for the rest of the season.”

KENT’S bid to make history by being the first 
county to defend their Twenty20 title came 
agonisingly short as they were beaten on the 
final ball at a packed Rose Bowl. 

Rob Key’s side made it through to finals day 
for the second year in succession - which was 
played at the end of July - and were on top 
form in the first semi-final as they dispatched 
the Essex Eagles with ease. 

The Kent Spitfires made a good fist of 
chasing down the highest-ever finals total, 
by the Middlesex Crusaders, but they lost by 
three runs. 

In August, Kent made it two defeats in 
domestic finals as they lost to the Essex 
Eagles at Lord’s. Kent’s batsmen failed to fire 
as they scored a below-par 214 which the 
Eagles chased down with seven balls to spare, 
to win by five wickets. 


THE Beijing Olympics proved the icing 
on the cake for Kent’s Jamie Staff. The 
double world champion, from Ashford, was 
part of the Great Britain trio to claim gold in 
the Team Sprint at 
the Laoshan Velo¬ 
drome. 

A delighted Staff 
said: “For me, any 
medal would have 
been nice, but I 
would not have been 
content unless it was 
the gold. We as a 
team were the best in 
the world in our own 
right.” 

Fellow Ashford athlete, Lisa Dobriskey, who 
wrote a daily blog and diary for Kent on Sun¬ 
day from Beijing, fell agonisingly short of a 
medal in her first Olympics as she finished 
fourth in the 1500 metre final.

THE 2008 season will go down as the one that 
got away from Kent as the campaign ended 
with relegation from Division One of the 
County Championship. 

Defeats in the final of the Twenty20 Cup and 
the Friends Provident Trophy final at Lord’s in 
August, together with missing out on promo¬ 
tion to Division One of the Pro40 competition 
signalled a campaign that could have seen the 
county go down in history. 

Having been in contention for all four 
domestic competitions - including the County 
Championship up to the last game of the sea¬ 
son - Kent’s bid to add to their Twenty20 suc¬ 
cess of 2007 was shot down in flames over the 
course of a few weeks. It was topped off with 
relegation in the championship for the first 
time in the club’s history. 

Skipper Rob Key said: “Obviously being in 
Division Two is going to be new for us and 
we’ve got to get out of that before we can even 
think about being the best again.” 

■ NEWLY-crowned 2008 British Superbike 
Champion Shane ‘Shakey’ Byrne made 
the announcement that he will be plying his 
trade in the World Superbike Championship 
next season. 

The Sheppey rider, who clinched his second 
British title in the penultimate round of the 


series, signed for Sterilgarda Ducati and will 
race in the World series in 2009. 

A delighted Byrne said: “My first title in 
2003 was all about winning to help my career. 
This time I just wanted to win. There are some 
real top guys in the World Championship and 
it is becoming bigger and bigger. I will give it 
my all but I am not going to say I am going to 
win anything yet.”

his career in the sport after a disappointing 
defeat to Anthony Small in January. 

However, after leading Calzaghe out in 
his last professional fight against Roy Jones 
Jr in New York, Takaloo, from Margate, 
admitted his passion for boxing had been 
reignited. 

“It has given me a good feeling and has made 
me want to get back in the ring,” he said. “My 
decision is made, it’s just a case of getting the 
right fight.” 

Takaloo is hoping Calzaghe will be his pro¬ 
moter in the New Year and hopes to be back in 
the ring at the beginning of 2009. 

A KENT racer became one of the first 
drivers in the world to test a Formula 
One car with the new 2009 rule changes. 

Jonathan Kennard, from Tunbridge Wells, 
tested the brand new 2009 specification aero 
package car for Formula One team, Williams. 

The former Formula 3 driver reached speeds 
of 200mph to help calculate the difference the 
new rules will make on the FI championship 
next season. 

The 23-year-old, who is yet to find a drive for 
himself next season, feels the championship 
will be a lot more open in 2009 as a result of 
the changes to the car. 

He said: “It will definitely make the champi¬ 
onship a lot more exciting as it should allow 
much more overtaking.” 


DECEMBER 



THE £10 million redevelopment of the St 
Lawrence Ground in Canterbury could be 
delayed until 2010 after a contractor pulled 
out as a result of the credit crunch. 

The club unveiled plans for the project, 
which includes a 130-bed hotel, conference 
facilities and a facelift for the pavilion, to its 
members in December, 2006, and expected 
work to have begun at the beginning of this 
year. However, the development met a number 
of obstacles and until a new contractor is 
found, building work could be delayed for 
another two years. 

Chairman George Kennedy said: “It’s far 
from certain, I would much rather pull out of 
the whole thing and wait until the market 
improves, unless we can get the right price for 
our assets. We are not going to sell the family 
silver cheaply.” 

GILLINGHAM’S 
loyal fans are in for 
a treat in the New Year 
as they welcome Premier 
League giants Aston 
Villa to the Priestfield 
Stadium in the third 
round of the FA Cup. 

The Gills set up the tie 
with Martin O’Neill’s 
side after coming 
through a replay against 
League One side Stock- 
port County. 

Andy Barcham’s dou¬ 
ble in the 2-1 win means

THE financial difficulties that 
have halted Kent’s £10 million 
ground redevelopments means 
the club’s hopes of attracting an 
overseas star have also been put 
on temporary hold. 

The county’s chairman, George Kennedy, 
told Kent on Sunday earlier this month that 
the redevelopment of the St Lawrence Ground 
could be delayed for as long as two years after 
a contractor pulled out as a result of the wors¬ 
ening economic climate. 

While other counties look to recruit new 
players, Kent will have to wait until their 
financial situation becomes clearer before sit¬ 
ting down to discuss what players they hope to 
attract to Canterbury, which includes an over¬ 
seas star to replace Pakistan international 
Yasir Arafat. 

Coach Simon Willis told Kent on Sunday: “I 
think to be fair, the club’s financial situation 
means that we do not know where we are in a 
cricket type of view. 

“The club’s finances have been commented 
on by the chairman. Once these issues have

been resolved we maybe able to go out into the 
market for some players. We have a fist of 
names that we can talk to but we won’t be 
doing until the finances are right.” 

Neil Dexter, Matt Walker and Arafat all 
left the club at the end of last season which 
has left the county light in the batting 
department. 

Willis wouldn’t be drawn on whether the 
club would be searching for a specialist bats¬ 
man as their overseas star for 2009, but said 
that it was hoped the management team 
would be able to speak to some international 
players next year. 

He said: “It’s too early to be talking about 
getting in an overseas players because it’s all 
down to the money. 

“If we were to get a little pot of money we 
might go a different way, so it’s really down to 
the financial situation as to how many and 
what players we get for next season. 

‘We might go for a quality domestic player 
which may then have a bearing on what type 
of overseas player we go for.” 


Kent have offered development contracts to 
youngsters Phil Edwards, Warren Lee and 
Charlie Hemphrey, while batsman Sam 
Northeast is expected to be given an opportu¬ 
nity next season. 

One player to have come in at the St 
Lawrence Ground is former Kent spinner Rob 
Ferley. The 26-year-old left the club in 2006 
after failing to nail down a place at 
Canterbury, but has returned after a similar 
situation at Nottinghamshire. 

Willis, who helped orchestrate the move, has 
hinted that the county could go with both off- 
spinner James Tredwell and Ferley in the 
County Championship next season. 

“Rob rang me to say he was looking at his 
options and we felt it was an area we were 
looking to have in our bowling attack as it’s 
another variety - turning the ball away from 
the bat,” he said. “I see the signing as a posi¬ 
tive one. 

“The feedback we have got about Division 
Two is that there are more result wickets and 
the grounds we will be playing at are more 
conducive to spin. There is a good chance that 
we may play two spinners, particularly in one- 
day cricket.” 


Stimson happy to be in chasing pack 


GILLINGHAM welcome Wycombe Wanderers 
to Priestfield this afternoon, with manager 
Mark Stimson insisting he wouldn’t want to 
swap places with the league leaders. 

The league season reaches its halfway 
stage today with Gills spending the vast 
majority of the campaign, to date, on the 
fringes of the play-offs. 

Despite most fans envying front runners 
Wycombe, Stimson admits he would rather 
be in the pack than out in front at this stage 
of the season. 

“I think so at the moment because there’s 
such a long way to go,” he said. “If you’re at 
the top everyone wants to beat you and they 
try that little bit harder but if you’re sitting 
around eighth or 10th place, you might not 
get that respect you probably deserve.” 


A win would help Gills establish them¬ 
selves as a team to watch in the second half 
of the season. They have past form on their 
side, with Wycombe claiming just one draw 
from their last five league visits, with their 
last win at Priestfield coming in 1994. 

The game is the last chance for players to 
impress ahead of next Sunday’s eagerly- 
awaited FA Cup tie with Premiership giants 
Aston Villa. Stimson will use the game 
against the Premier League side as an incen¬ 
tive to produce a committed display today. 

He said: ‘We have got to stay focused 
because everyone’s human and we know 
what’s coming. We can’t get away from that 
but I’ll be stressing to the players that won’t 
happen if you don’t perform correctly, 
because no-one’s shirt is guaranteed.”
